5. Claims 1-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1G3(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fano et a! 2002/0133545. Fano discloses a personal communications device such as a 
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PDA, cellular telephone (I.e. public communications networkj), text pager ;[0076] which 
senses RF tags and bar cqdes [0063]if The information sensed on the RF tags or bar 
codes is used to access a server to determine information regarding a holder of the 
communications device. The device may be able td request services from^ providers, 
- ' i:e. the infonnation sensed in the device accesses a servers jmemory to 'detennine and 
request (command): seiVici.. Fano dofes not specifically disclose the "shortcuts" as 
claimed. However, Official Notice is tSken that "pointers" to access niembry locations in 
databases (servers of. Fano) old and vyell knoivn in, the art. It would; haVe; been obvious 
to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the tirlhe of the invention to ^use. poirlteris to 
locate data within Fancy's databases. hh\s. would allow for rapid access tp the 
information in the database in a conventional manner. Thesie pointers are: interpreted 
as "shortcuts". It is disclosed in Fano that Hnemory is held within th^ media !(tag) read 
[0074] including ROMs (i.e. write protected). Wireless protocol is inherent withiri the 
cellular telephone netwprk.! Fano doep not specifically disclose the display or the; taking 
of a photograph. Official Notice is tak^n that cell "picture" phones are old and well 

known. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the aii at the t|me of
